Why  Is  Food  Required? 

The  quest*,  a  seems  almost  absurd,  so  famil- 
iar is  the  fact ;  and  yet  the  answer  to  it  in- 
volves ono  of  the  grandest  chapters  in  tho 
history  of  science.  In  its  simplest  form  it 
riiay  be  given  in  three  wordK :  it  is  fuel.  We 
require  food  frequentljr,  for  just  the  same 
reason  that  a  fire  requires  coal  frequently, 
and  a  lamp  oil— because  we  are  burningaway. 
The  air  that  we  breathe  into  our  lungs  con- 
tains oxygen,  and  this  oxygen  combines  with 
or  burus  the  nt^uscles  or  otner  organs  of  our 
bodies  just  as  it  does  the  coals  in  a  fire.  About 
30  oz.  of  oxygen  a  day  are  thus  consumed,  re- 
quiring about  12  oz.  of  carbon  to  replace  the 
waste,  or  say  3  lbs.  of  bread.  The  heat  pro- 
duced in  a  man's  tody  in  the  course  of  a  day 
is  considerable  in  quantity,  though  not  very 
intense  in  quality.  Taking  the  average,  it  ia 
onough  to  raise  five  and  a  half  gallons  of  water 
from  freezing  point  to  boiling  point,  and  this 
is  about  tne  heat  that  would  be  given  off  dur- 
ing the  burning  of  a  pound  of  coal.  All  this 
heat  comes  from  slow  wasting  or  burning  of 
the  substance  of  the  body,  so  that  it  is  evi- 
dent that  if  we  did  not  make  up  for  this  con- 
stant loss  by  eating  food,  our  organs  would 
soon  be  wacted  away  and  consumed.

deep.  The  longest  span  of  wire  in  the  world 
is  used  for  a  telepraph  in  India  over  the 
River  Kistnah.

The  largest 
ship  in  the  world  was  the  Great  Eastern. 
She  was  680  feet  long,  83  feet  broad,  and  60 
feet  deep. 

The  greatest  fortress,  from  a  strategical 
point  of  view,  is  Gibraltar.  It  occupies  a 
rocky  peninsula  jutting  out  into  the  sea, 
about  uiree  miles  long  and  three-quarters  of 
a  mile  wide.  One  central  rock  ris.js  to  a 
height  of  1,435  feet  above  the  sea-level.  Its 
northern  face  is  almost  perpendicular,  while 
its  east  side  is  full  of  tremendous  precipices. 
The  fortress  is  considered  impregnable  to 
military  assault.  The  regular  garrison  in 
time  of  peace  numbers  about  7,000. 

The  Chinese  wall  is  the  largest  in  the  world. 
It  was  completed  about  220  B.C.,  as  a  protec- 
tion against  Tartars.  It  traverses  the  north- 
ern boundary  of  China,  and  is  carried  over 
the  highest  hills,  through  the  deepest  valleys, 
across  rivers,  and  every  other  natural  obstacle. 
Its  length  is  1,250  miles.  Including  a  parapet 
5  feet,  the  total  height  of  the  wall  is  20  feet ; 
thickness  at  the  base,  25  feet,  and  at  the  top 
15  feet. 

The  deepest  mine  in  the  world  is  the  Lam- 
bert coal  mine  in  Belgium,  3,490  feet. 

The  biggest  cavern  is  the  Mammoth  Cave, 
in  Edmonson  County,  Kentucky.  The  cave 
consists  of  a  succession  of  irregular  chambers, 
some  of  which  are  large,  situated  on  different 
levels.  Some  of  these  are  traversed  by  the 
navigable  branches  of  the  subterranean  Echo 
River.    Blind  fish  are  found  in  its  waters. 

The  biggest  trees  in  the  world  are  the 
mammoth  trees  of  California.  One  of  a  grove 
in  Tulare  County,  according  to  measurements 
made  by  members  of  the  State  Geological 
Survey,  was  shown  to  be  276  feet  in  height,  108 
feet  in  circumference  at  base,  and  76  feet  at  a 
point  12  feet  above  ground.  Some  of  the  trees 
are  376  feet  high,  and  34  feet  in  diameter. 

The  largest  library  is  the  Bibliothfeque 
Nationale,  in  Paris,  founded  by  Louis  XIV. 
It  contains  1,400,000  volumes,  300,000  pamph- 
lets, 175,000  manuscripts,  300,000  maps  and 
charts,  and  150,000  coins  and  medals.  The 
collection  of  engravings  exceeds  1,300,000,  con- 
tained in  some  10,000  volumes.  The  portraits 
number  100,000. 

The  largest  desert  is  that  of  Sahara,  a  vast 
region  of  North  Africa,  extending  from  the 
Atlantic  Ocean  on  the  west  to  the  valley  of 
the  Nile  on  the  east.

London  (with  ail  the  suburbs)  covers  within 
the  15  miles  radius  of  Charing  Cross,  nearly 
700  square  miles. 

It  numbers  within  these  boundaries  over 
4,000,000  inhabitants. 

It  contains  more  country-bom  persons  than 
the  counties  of  Devon  and  Gloucester  com- 
bined, or  37  per  cent,  of  its  entire  population. 

Every  four  minutes  a  birth  takes  place  in 
the  metropolis,  and  every  six  minutes  a  death. 
Within  the  circle  named  there  are  added  to 
the  population  205  persona  every  day,  and 
75,000  annually. 

London  has  7,000  miles  of  streets,  and  on  an 
average,  28  miles  of  new  streets  are  opened, 
and  9,000  new  houses  built  every  year. 

1,000  vessels  and  9,000  sailors  are  in  port 
every  day. 

Its  crime  is  also  in  proportion  to  its  extent. 
73,LG0  persons  are  annually  taken  into  custody 
by  the  police,  and  more  than  one-third  of  all 
the  crime  in  the  country  is  committed  within 
its  borders.  38,000  persons  are  annually  com- 
mitted for  drunkenness  by  its  magistrates. 

The  Metropolis  comprises  considerably  up- 
wards of  100,000  foreigners  from  every  quarter 
of  the  globe. 

It  contains  more  Boman  Catholics  than 
Bome  itself,  more  Jews  than  the  whole  of 
Palestine,  more  Irisn  than  Belfast,  more 
Scotch  than  Aberdeen,  and  more  Welsh  than 
Cardiff. 

Its  beer  shops  and  gin  palaces  are  so  num- 
erous, that  their  frontages,  if  placed  side  by 
side,  would  stretch  from  Charing  Cross  to 
Chichester,  a  distance  of  62  miles. 

With  regard  to  churches  and  chapels,  the 
Bishop  of  London,  examined  before  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  House  of  Lords  in  the  year  1840, 
said :— "  If  you  proceed  a  mile  or  two  eastward 
of  St.  Paul's  you  will  find  yourself  in  the 
midst  of  a  population  the  most  wretched  and 
destitute  or  mankind,  consisting  of  artificers, 
laborers,  beggars,  and  thieves,  to  the  amount 
of  300,000  to  400,000  souls.  Throughout  this 
entire  quarter  there  is  not  more  than  one 
church  for  every  10,000  inhabitants,  and  in 
two  districts  there  is  but  one  church  for 
45,900  souls."
